Shepilov outlined a six-point 
Middle East proposal Tuesday 
that called for agreement on 
an economic development pro- 
gram, ending of arms shipments 
and junking .of Western bases

Western diplomats viewed the 
proposals as Moscow's answer 
‘to President Eisenhower's plan 
for stabilizing the Middle East. 

Shepiloy also said the Soviet 
government still believes “war 
is not fatalistically inevitable.” 
He said peaceful coexistence be- 
tween Communism and Western 
capitalism remains “the corner- 
stone of the fore eign policy

ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 16 — 
Emperor Haile Selassie 
cused Egypt yesterday 
menting subversion in Ethiopia. 
The Emperor said President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s govern- 
ment was trying to stir up the 
large Moslem minority in Ethi- 
opia with a view to dismember 
ing this Christian kingdom 
East Africa. 

There has been considerable 
slackening of Egyptian propa-

ganda since the Suez crisis 
“but it still continues,” the Em- 
peror said. 

Last November, Ethiopia de- 
manded the recal! of the Egyp- 
tian military attache, Lt. Col 
Ahmed El] Aziz Hilmi. The 
colonel was alleged to have 


sought recruits for the Egyp- 


tian army from among Ethio- 
pian Moslems. He has not been 
replaced. 


Ethiopian officials say Cairo 
propaganda stresses the alleged 
mistreatment of Moslems. The 
long-range aim of the sub- 
versive program, the Ethiopians 
charge, is detachment of these 
areas with a “Greater Somalia” 
subservient to Egypt 

To Be Independent. 

Somalia, the former Italian 
Somaliland, will be fully inde- 
pendent when the United Na- 
tions trusteeship ends. Rather 
than see Ethiopia outflanked by 


an independent and probably 
hostile Moslem state, Emperor 
Haile Selassie has proposed 


federation of Somalia with his 
kingdom. 

The Emperor appealed for 
vastly increased United States 
military aid to preserve Ethiop- 
jan independence. 

The Emperor received this 
correspondent in the presence 
of the United States Ambassa- 


dor, the Rev. Dr. Joseph Si- 
monson. While the latter sat 
silently by, the Emperor said 


he had tried to impress on the 
Ambassador and on two United 
States generals the urgency of 
obtaining more arms quickly. 
was referring to Gen 
. Decker, deputy com- 
r of United States forces 
in Europe, and Lt. Gen. Clyde 
Eddieman, deputy chief of staff 
for operations. Gen. Decker had 
an audience with Haile Selassie 
Feb. 5, and Gen. Eddleman was 
received by Defense Minister 
Ras Abebe Aregay Feb. 6 

Both generals received a 
lengthy list of equipment want- 
ed by Ethiopia, including jet 
fighters and tanks. 

Priority Being Revised. 

The Emperor is unlikely to 
get everything on his shopping 
list. Jets, for example, would 
be fantastically expensive to 
operate from Ethiopia's high 
altitude fields where take-offs 


require excessive fuel But 
there are indications Ethiopia's 
priority rating is undergoing 
upward revision in Washington 
as a result of Suez develop- 
ments. 


The United States has agreed 
fo provide the nucleus for an 
Ethiopian Red sea fleet. A sub- 
marine chaser is to be turned 
ver to Ethiopia in March. Ten 

thiopian naval cadets are now 
aboard it at Bremerhaven, Ger- 
many. United States naval offi- 
cials want to bring it through 
the Suez canal as the route 
around Africa is considered too 
Jong for a shake-down cruise. 

The submarine and another 
patrol vessel Ethiopia will re 
ceive later will be employed for 
coast guard duties and will be 
based at Masawa The sub- 
marine chaser, valued at §$2,- 
000,000, was an outright gift 

In all, Ethiopia has received 
$14,000,000 in military aid and 
$23,000,000 in economic and 
technical help in the last five 
years. 

The amount of military aid 
the Emperor wants would run 
to about $80,000,000, according 
%o informed sources. Although 
the generals may have found it 
fanciful in some respects, it was 
regarded as generally well rea- 
‘soned and considerably more 
‘justifiabie than previous Ethio- 
pian requests. :

Press and the Prisoners 


The adamant attitude of the State Department 
against allowing American correspondents to go 
to Communist China and report the facts as they 
see them has become barnacied with mumbo- 
jumbo and discrepancies. This attitude is giving 
rise to embarrassing questions and to indignant 
protests. 

No one will deny that release of the 10 un- 
fortunate American prisoners held in Peiping 
¥® eagerly desired in this country. And it is hard 
to deny that America would be better informed 
ifgner correspondents were allowed to report ob- 
jectively on conditions in Red China. The trou- 
ble stems*from Secretary of State Dulles’s hav- 
ing entwined the issue of the prisoners with the 
issue of what a free press can and cannot do. 

> * > 

When Peiping issued its invitation to Ameri- 
can reporters last August, Secretary Dulles ob- 
jected on the ground the Government could not 
protect them while they were in Red China. 
The press expected no protection. Next, Secre- 
tary Dulles held that the reporters could not go 
until the prisoners were freed. But what authori- 
ty did he have to bargain with the right of the 
American press to go about its duty? And now 
Secretary Dulles is ruling that the reporters 
cannot go into Red China because then the 
prisoners would be released and that would 
amount to submitting to blackmail. Is this con- 
fusion to be worse confounded” 

All this has resulted in members of Congress, 
including Senators Monroney of Oklahoma and 
Hennings of Missouri, demanding that Secretary 
Dulles clear up the situation. And Strong objec- 
tions also have come from such groups as the 
American Newspaper Guild, the American News- 
paper Publishers Association and belatedly the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors. 

Senator Hennings puts it pithily when he 
says in a letter to Secretary Dulles that the 
State Department policy is “clearly contrary to 
our nation’s best interests.” In this letter Sena- 
tor liennings invites Secretary Dulles to ap- 
pear before a Senate Judiciary subcommittee on 
constitutional rights and give “a personal ex- 
pression of your rather unusual views” on the 
whole issue. If Secretary Dulles has a genuine 
grasp of the situation and is desirous of seeing 
the fog dispelied, then he will accept the 
invitation.

If he refuses and otherwise allows the fog to 
remain, he can expect criticism to mount. Il- 
lustrative of the doubts, there is Senator Mon- 
roney’s speech in the Senate in which he asked 
if there was danger of a “climate” in which 
publishers and broadcasters would no longer 
feel they had freedom of the press.

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An Independent Extension 

The lllinois Farmers’ Union is moving in the 
public interest in demanding complete inde- 
pendence for the Agricultural Extension Service. 

County extension agents are now and long 
have been dependent upon the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association, a part of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. As in other states, this has 
led to the politicalizing of county agents and to 
use of the ‘extension service as part of the na, 
tional farm lobby which the Farm Bureau opef- 
ates at Washington. 

All this impairs the servi¢es the farmer re- 
ceives. It victimizes taxpayers by forcing them 
to help support a lobby working on behalf of 
the special interests of a small segment of the 
public. No such results were intended or even 
foreseen when the extension system was set up 
and the Farm Bureau first got its hooks in. 

But the opportunity to make the county agent 
a sort of rural ward heeler was too tempting to 
resist, and it will take persistent effort to break 
up this unseemly alliance of private lobby and 
public funds, 
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Shades of Tom and Huck!

When it comes to delinquency, Tom and Huck 
went to a school that was Spartan compared to 
the present day schools. Who could blame them 
for playing hookey’? And when they did play 
hookey they spent their time in harmless, pleas- 
urable pursuits. They did not return to the 
school in the night, as often happens now, to 
indulge in senseless vandalism. 

The delinquencies of Tom and Huck never 
came anywhere near constituting crime. Per- 
haps if some of today's generation who have 
difficulty in letting off steam would read about 
Tom and Huck they might pick up some excel- 
lent ideas on how to be delightfully acceptable 
“delinquents.” 
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“topping a False Economy 

The Government has “temporarily” suspended 
its lease-purchase construction program which 
covered several buildings planned for the St. 
Louis area. The reason given for the action is a 
request by President Eisenhower for the post- 
ponement of all work, with the exception of 
that on schools, highways and housing, lest the 
competition for labor and materials add to in- 
flationary pressures. , 

That is a good reason, but even a better one 
is that this means at least a temporary halt in 
an unwarranted burden on the taxpayer. The 
lease-purchase plan makes the annual federal 
budget look better because a year's rent on a 
new building is bound to be considerably less 
than its total cost. But the cost of ultimate ac- 
quisition, although spread over a number of 
years, is sure to be considerably higher than if 
the Governmentgitself put up the building in the 
first place. After all, the investor who builds it 
must pay*the bills, and he must make a profit 
on the transaction. And that profit can come 
only from the taxpayer. 

If the Government—like many an individual— 
were unable to finance the construction, there 
might be an excuse for the lease-purchase sys- 
tem. But that is hardly the case. So this time- 


payment plan fs only a questionable budget de- 
vice, and a deceptive one sirfte it tends to con- 
ceal the ultimate cost. ° 
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Don’t Wreck the Juvenile Code

to raising the age level of youths under the 
jurisdiction of the juvenile courts from 16 to 17, 
on the grounds that it would overload the 
courts. 

The juvenile judges, while granting that their 
work would be increased, are ready and willing 
to take the cases of 17-year-olds, as evidenced 
by the approval which their Missouri Council 
has given to the proposed new code. - 

Which should be better able to judge on this 
point—the members of the Judiciary Committee, 
or the judges who wotld do the work? 

Another objection raised to the 17-year age 
limit is that it would increase the expenses of 
the state. What should be the governing con- 
sideration here, saving expenses or saving our 
youth? 

Seventeen-year-olds should be transferred to 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile courts because 
they can thus stand a better chance of being 
salvaged for useful lives. Missouri is one of 
only 12 states which still do not deal with 17- 
year-olds in juvenile court. 

Senator Edgar J. Keating, Kansas City Demo- 
crat, raised objection to giving the juvenile 
courts jurisdiction over youths charged with 
violating traffic laws and other municipal ordi- 
nances. He said a juvenile court should not be 
required to act as ‘‘a police court in handling a 
lot of trivial traffic cases.” 

Once again, Senator Keating's views aout 
what juvenile courts should do, and apparently 
his views about what is or is not trivial as well, 
differ from the views of the juvenile judges. 
Some of the traffic complaints may be trivial 
in themselves but they are highly important 
when they represent the first inclinations of a 
growing youngster to get off the track. 

The Missouri bar has joined the Missourl 
Council of Juvenile Judges in approving the 
proposed new code. So have child welfare or- 
ganizations inthe state. ; 

The code embodies a thoughtful and workable 
approach to the problems of juvenile delin- 
quency. The Senate Judiciary Committee should 
beware of tampering with it on frivolous grounds 
or without justification in reason. 

The people of Missouri are concerned about 
their young people. They look to their Legisla- 
ture for a responsible and effective approach to 
the problems of ‘juvenile offenders. 
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Shift in the Kremlin 

Since the Kremlin puts out far more propa- 
ganda than news, it is not easy to evaluate the 
replacement of Dmitri Shepilov by Andrei Gro- 
myko as foreign minister—especially since the 
former served only since last June. but this post 
is of such interest to all governments that ap- 
praisals of the change are inevitable. 

Shepilov, former editor of Pravda and still a 
member of the all-important Communist party 
secretariat, was sent to the foreign office while 
another attempt was being made to bring Yugo- 
slavia back into Moscow's fold. Since old Molo- 
tov( was personally offensive to Tito, there was 
reason enough to have somebody else greet. the 
y president on his visit to the Soviet 


or Moscow the visit was disappointing, yet 
hardly seems an adequate explanation of 


‘Shepilov’s down-grading. After all, his conduct 


of Middle Eastern policy—especially his re- 
joinder to the Eisenhower doctrine—gannot be 
called a failure from the Soviet point of view. 

lt is possible that the appointment of Gromy- 
ko, a Molotov protege and a career diplomat, 
represents a decision to put foreign affairs into 
the hands: of professionals. But it seems more 
likely that it is a sign of another clash of 
Kremlin personalities, a victory of sorts for 
Molotov over Khrushchev who was Shepilov's 
sponsor. Whether this means a return to the 
“tough” line administered by Molotov for Stalin 
remains to be seen. Even Khrushchev has had 
his moments of toughness. And the “other 
work” for which Shepilov has been released may 
turn out to be important. 

It is reasonable to conclude, however, that 
the control of power in Russia is not stabilized. 
There are shifts and clashes of individuals, and 
perhaps compromises, too. And the Russian peo- 
ple as well as the anti-Communist nations may 
find relief in these suggestions that no single 
dictator wields that absolute power which, ac- 
cording to Lord Acton, leads to absolute 
corruption.

Mission for Mr. Truman 

A trip te Greece and Turkey by Former Presi- 
dent Truman, to mark the tenth anniversary of 
the Truman Doctrine, would be appropriate for 
more than one reason. 

Just now it would reaffirm in a striking way 
this country's interest in the stability and inde- 
pendence of Eastern Mediterranean lands, and 
remind the world that we began asserting that 
interest as long as 10 years ago. The Ejisen- 
hower Doctrine is only an extension of the Tru- 
man Doctrine; some would call it a reassertion 
of the latter, required by the Soviet Union's 
spectacular leaping over other barriers to a posi- 
tion of influence in Egypt and Syria. 

But perhaps the most interesting thing about 
the Greek-Turkish invitation which Mr. Truman 
is said to be considering is that it apparently 
has the warm indorsement of President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles. If so, the country 
can hope that the Presider.t and his Secretary 
of State have at last put behind them the un- 
gracious and petty hostility to Mr. Truman 
which has been evident in the Administration 
for the past four years. ae 

Friendly relations between the former and 
the present President—if only beyond the wa- 
ters edge—can work to everybody's advantage, 
and the nation’s,

Bargain Price on Jurors 

Especially when St. Louis is concerned, the 
Missouri Legislature seems to work less by 
slide-rule than by a warped ouija-board. For 
example, the lower house has perfected a 
bill under which the fee for circuit court jurors 
in second class counties would be raised to $8 
a day. But St. Louis and St. Louis county jurors 
would be raised from $3 to only $6 a day. 

Perhaps citizens should not be paid at all for 
jury duty. But so long as they are paid, what is 
the basis for discrimination against St. Louis 
jurors in the proposed law? It is understand- 
able that the bill should prescribe the $6 fee 
for third and fourth class counties, since some 


of them, especially in the drouth area, are al- 


ready hard put to meet their expenses. But why 
$8 in a second class county and $6 in an urban 
center of population? — ° 

Are city jurors of an inferior variety; and 
must the Legislature make sure they do not get 
more than their services are worth? ,

The following article is based on a 
term report paper which Mr. Poos 
wrote as a student in the ecology class 
taught by Mr. Etter, of the Washing- 
ton University School. of Medicine, 
Clopton Experimental Farm, Clarkes- 
ville, Mo. The paper was published in 
the Missouri Botanical Garden Bul- 
letin, 

Upstream much of the Meramec 
valley is still a timeless place that -con- 
tains in its autumn mists the magic of 
a primitive river. 

Half asleep on a sunny gravel bar, 
one does not find it hard to imagine 
an Indian canoe floating on the water 
like a willow leaf. 

These illusions vanish quickly down- 
stream! Over the 200-year period that 
white men have used the lower river 
most that is beautiful has been de- 
stroyed.. The automobile, the tractor, 
the chain-saw, the outboard motor and 
the flush toilet have changed the river 
mightily. 

Recently we put a boat in the river 
at Highway 66 and motored up past 
Valley Park. All along the banks was 
litter. People driving down Yarnell 
road had thrown bags of cans and 
garbage from their moving automobiles. 


Slums Along a Rivers Banks 


Shacks that once were clubhouses 
are now tenements, occupied by year- 
round residents who dump their beer 
cans, old stoves and iceboxes down the 
river bank and hang their privies over 
the water. ° 

Shabby boat docks, packed close to- 
gether, stretch two miles above Van- 
dover bridge. 

Our small motor hit bottom many 
times and we had to drag the canoe 
over the Valley Park rapids. It is 
hard to visualize so big a river so 
feeble. 

Even at drouth level this stream 
once had enough current to keep a 
channel. That was when trees staked 
down the alluvial banks*along the river 
and kept the water working. 

Now the burden of gravel that* has 
been poured into the valley from mis+ 
used lands upstream and exploited bot- 
tom lands spreads out over a broad 
shallow bed. Most of the water flows 
beneath the surface of these porous 
deposits. 

This shallowing of the channel makes 
water temperatures more extremé, hot- 
ter in summer and frozen more often 


in winter. This brings a change in the 
species of fish. Game fish abhor hot 
water. 


Many of the trees that once shaded 
the stream, mostly willows, have been 
cut dewn. 


Dumping Place for Raw Sewage 


As we continued upstream we heard 
water running in from a small brook, 
or so we thought. Then we discovered 
a black pipe sticking out of the bank 
sending filthy, stinking gall into the 
river in an endless flow. This was 
the end of the Valley Park «ewer sys- 
tem. 

The Meramec has suffered more than 
most streams because Valley Park, 
Kirkwood and other municipalities with- 
in the watershed have been growing 
rapidly and are pumping more sewage 
inta the river. 

Valley Park makes no effort at all to 
process its sewage. A maintenance en- 
gineer of Kirkwood admitted that dur- 
ing peak periods it was impossible to 
process all the sewage and it had to 
be “turned loose.” 

Not a single fisherman could be 
found who knew of any jack-salmon be- 
ing caught in the fast water below 
Valley Park in the past three years. 
Until recent years, this particular fish 
was caught there in numbers. Until 


the situation .changes radically, bass 
and bass fishermen don't have a chance 
in the lower Meramec. 

lf we add all this mismanagement 
and negligence to the drunken brawls, 
crimes and drownings, we have a pic- 
ture of the established character of 
the lower Meramec river basin today. 

The tragedy is that Metropolitan St. 
Louis allows a wonderful natural rec- 
reational resource to be destroyed. 

The River Des Peres, Gravois creek, 
Maline creek and Coldwater creek were 
once beautiful streams and now they 
are gone. Must we lose the last, and 
best? 

Estimates of population growth in 
this area leave no doubt about the 
need for greatly expanded recreation 
facilities near the city. The lower 
Meramec is the place to find them. 


Ways to Revive Stream’s Beauty 


It is within 30 miles’ drive of the 
average user. There are new high- 
ways that can carry the traffic. 

Water is available and with some 
planning, management and determina- 
tion it could be clean water in ade- 
quate quantity. Remnants of the river's 
old beauty still remain. With encour- 
agement, wildlife could soon add much 
to the scene. 

The following suggestions are well 
within the limits of a reasonable pro}- 
ect: 

1. Pool state, federal and local re- 
sources to purchase the entire flood- 
plain and such adjacent areas as may 
be desirable, from Tyson Valley Park 
to the confluence with the Mississippi. 

2. Institute a 10-year master plan for 
demolishing buildings, cleaning up lit- 
ter and returning the area to its nat- 
ural condition. ’ 

3. Eliminate pollution. | 

4. Build concessions for lease to pri- 
vate interests subject to Park Cémmis- 
sion standards. 

5. Draw up a diversified recreational 
program including: safe swimming 
areas, supervised, preferably swimming 
pools; tables and barbecue pits; ball dia- 
monds, tennis, basketball and volley-ball 
courts; overnight camping areas; main 
lodge; summer camp for children: area 
for riding concession: primitive area for 
study of fauna and flora; rifle, pistol 
and archery ranges: waterfront area 
and launching Tramps: areas where 
school children can plant trees and 
learn land-use and conservation. 


Sanctuary of the Future 


Almost all of these activities could 
he adapted to the conditions that exist 
in the valley at present without elab- 
erate flood-control structures, though 
good land-use in the watershed would 
still be of great importance. 


With complete public ownership of 
the flood plain, occupants of the valley 
would not be claiming high flood losses 
and consequent tax deductions, nor 
would they be burdening the Govern- 
ment and charitable agencies with their 
woes. 

Further industrial and housing de- 
velopment in tife flood plain, an ab- 
surd practice at best, would be halted 
and a hundred future headaches would 
be prevented. 

At the cost of a little more com- 
mercial expansion, there would be room 
for expansion of the human spirit. 


The Meramec could be a sanctuary 
where men and women and children 
of our own and future generations 
could come and see a cool flowing 
stream, singing birds and green grass.
